'roin the south'. The advantage of 
i French attack In this region was 
so obvious that all the allied nations 
xpeoted Foch to act at once and em- 
>loy his "army of maneuver-' in a 
reniendoits 
counter-stroke 
which 


votild either annihilate the Germans 
or force them to retire from the 
gieat Picardy bulge. 


But Foch in March and April was 


lot strong enough for such an un- 
dertaking. 
Again when the German 


advance in Flanders was brought to 
a standstill the German positions 
vere patently exposed to flank at- 
.ack. but again Foch desisted from 
atinching any offensive. With blithe 
lisregard of danger the Germans a 
hird time advanced far into a sali- 
ent between the Aisne and the Marne 
and this was one time top many. 


The allied victory which has re- 


sulted in the complete elimination of 
he Marne salient was inaugurated 
by the French and Americans attack 
on the perpendicular German right 
lank from Soissons to Chateau Thi- 
•rry 
While it is likely that the 


German retirement will go still far- 
her the present battle front is al- 
most a straight line from Soissons 
o Rheims. 


Much of the allies' strength is now 


n the vicinity of Soissons. With the 
\Iarne salient eliminated it is possi- 
ble for Foch, if his reserves are 
ready in sufficient numbers, to make 
a sudden about-face and attack the 
eft flank of the Germans' Picardy 
»ulge, that same exposed flank that 
11 the allied nations hoped would 
be attacked in March or April. An 
nitial success comparable to the suc- 
cess of the sudden attack between 
Soissons and Chateau Thierry a lit- 
le more than two weeks ago would 
irobablymean the evacuation by the 
Jermans of all their March con- 
quests in Picardy. 


There is abundant indication that 


he Germans appreciate this danger. 
The voluntary retirement from the 
ip of the salient has been calculated 
o lessen the danger and to facilitate 
the defense of the rest of the line. 


Herein is seen the advantage of 


lossessing the initiative. 
It may 


»e far from Foch's intention to in- 
auguarte a Picardy campaign at this 
ime, but the fact that he is now 
n position to begin such an under- 
aking is sufficient to give the Ger- 
mans great uneasiness and to compel 
hem to adopj: preliminary measures 
of defense. 
It is not unlikely that 


he voluntary retirement will go still 
arther, and that the mere presence 
3f Foch at Soissons will be sufficient 
o pursuade the enemy to give up 
much of this hard won conquests.

DRAFT AGE 18 TO 45 


(New York World.) 


To take into the army men sup- 


porting dependents or necessary em- 
)lo3-es in essential industries would 
be contrary to the purpose of the 
war department. Only by extending 
he draft age limits «an this be 
avoided. 
In recommending to con- 


gress that the age for military ser- 
rice be raised
